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This special day 

Today has been declared “The Day of Jerusalem and the 
Land” by the Arab population of the occupied territories, as 
well as a day of protest to be observed by the Arab population 
within Israel. The Arabs inside Israel are protesting an Israeli 
government plan to expropriate several thousand acres of 
land in Galilee to set up Jewish towns and projects in order 
to retain and expand the Jewish presence in that largely Arab 
area. 

This is a day when we would ask all people of conscience 
to take a few moments and focus on the meaning of what is 
going on in Israel and on the occupied West Bank. There 
will be marches and strikes and various messages of solidarity 
in the air today, but the simple reason for making this a 
special day is to bring a wrong situation to the attention of 
an inattentive world. It is in this context, and in keeping with 
our particular role as an English-language newspaper in the 
Middle East, that we ask our readers today — particularly our , 
non-Arab readers — to seek the full meaning of “The Day 
of Jerusalem and the Land.” 

Why have the people of the West Bank and the people 
in Galilee decided they need to mount what is to them a j 
monumental act of defiance by calling this day of open pro-, 
test ? There will be severe reprisals by the Israeli authorities, 
including jailings, beatings, closing of shops, fines and, very 
likely, a few more expulsions of Palestinian Arabs here and 
there. 

This is the reason the Arab people of Palestine have been 
moved to public protest. This is what we ask our readers to 
look into more closely, and to raise among friends and public 
officials back in their own country. 

This is the reality of Palestine and Israel that we seek to 
bring to the attention of our readers, and the world. 

We ask you to take a hard look at a map of the Middle 
East and ask yourself whether there is not room on that map 
for a countiy called Palestine, and then to further ask how 
it is that the nation of Palestine has been left off the map 
because of the intrusion and continued expansion of a coun¬ 
try called Israel. 

The further reality is that Israel has expanded since its 
inception in the minds of a group of Jewish settlers, and has 
not stopped expanding to this very day. Only last week, ano- 
; ther one hundred Jewish settlers moved into an area outside 
Nablus, on the occupied West Bank, and set up their settle¬ 
ment of caravans. Houses will shortly go up, gardens will be 
started, and a new Israeli village will spring up on a bit of 
land that has always been an Arab bit of land. 

Since Israel took over the West Bank and the Golan 
Heights in June 1967, it has set up 63 settlements in these 
areas. 

It has expelled several thousand Palestinian Arabs. 

It has jailed several thousand other Palestinian Arabs. 

It has moved sluggishly if at all to thwart the encroach¬ 
ments on Islamic and Christian holy places of militant Jews, 
and has officially allowed excavations and tunnelings to go on 
in, under and around some of the most sacred and revered 
shrines of Islam. 

It has moved to indelibly and, in its eyes, inalterably 
change the demographic reality of Jerusalem by ringing the 
city with huge apartment complexes of new Jewish immi¬ 
grants from abroad. 

Now it moves to change the demographic character of 
the Arab region of Galilee, inside Israel’s borders, because 
Israel is a state with one overriding concern — the Judaisa- 
tion of Palestine. 

This is why today has been set aside as a special day of 
protest. But we hope it will also be a day of introspection and 
thought. 

We ask our readers to think for a moment why they 
happen to be here in Jordan and the Middle East. Business? 
Diplomatic service ? Tourism ? Whatever the reason, we think 
it incumbent upon them to appreciate the special meaning of 
this day to all Arabs, and above all the Arab people who know 
themselves as Palestinians despite their dismemberment from 
the land, the dissemination of their nation and the continued 
physical and moral violence that is done to them. 

The best thing the interested visitor or guest in Jordan 
can do today is to make that difficult shift from simple natural 
sympathy for a displaced Palestinian to a deep investigation 
of the intrusive Israeli. The dilemma of Palestine will be 
resolved only when the dilemma of the Jews is settled, and 
the way to this end is not through continued acquiescence in 
the face of Israeli expansion and occupation, but rather in a 
concerted effort to make the Israelis face up to their deeds, 
and face up to themselves. 

This is the purpose of the Day of Jerusalem and the Land.

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U.S. dependence on Arab 
oil imports increases 


NEW YORK, March 29 (AFP). 
— The major share of oil im¬ 
ported by the United States last 
year came from outside the A- 


merican continent (Latin Ameri¬ 
ca, Mexico and Canada) for 
the first time, the Petroleum 
Research Industry Foundation, 
a private body, said here. 

The foundation stressed the 
growing dependence of the US. 
on Arab oil suppliers. Last year 
the countries in the American 
continent supplied only 41 per 
cent of imports against 52 per 
cent in 1974. 

Canada and Venezuela ac¬ 
counted for a lesser Share whi¬ 
le the Arab nations were more 
significant suppliers. Deliveries 
from Mexico rose appreciably 
however, although they are 
still relatively small. 

At the end of last year daily 
imports from Mexico were ave¬ 
raging 89,000 barrels or 4.5 mil¬ 
lion tons annually. 

In all, U.S. oil imports last 
year came to 6.2 million bar¬ 
rels a day, meeting 38.7 per 
cent of needs, compared with 
38.3 per cent in 1974 and 38.1 
per cent in 1973, the foundation 
noted.

ECONOSCOPE

is there a plumber in the country 


It is not easy these days to repair any¬ 
thing that may be out of order in most hou¬ 
ses in Amman. If you do not believe this, just 
try to get a plumber, or an electrician, or an 
upholsterer, and you'll see exactly what I 
mean. 

This shortage in technicians and skilled 
workers is attributable to the constant flow 
of workers abroad, and to the boom in the 
construction business here at home. The 
workers are all too engaged in fulfilling big 
contracts to pay attention to small repair 
jobs. Thus the cost of repair is going up; 
and due to the decreasing supply of labour, 
prices promise to go even higher. The house¬ 
hold sector must begin to adjust to this new 
development before repairs become a giant 
nagging headache. 

Advanced Industrial countries passed 
through a similar stage. Technicians who 
were avidly employed eight hours everyday 
for lucrative salaries would not accept minor 
repair duties. This is because the amounts 
earned from performing these are not worth 
the leisure foresaken. As the incomes of skil¬ 
led workers increase, the price of leisure in¬ 
creases as well, thus pushing the cost of re¬ 
pairs to prohibitive limits. 

What we witness now in Jordan is a si¬ 
milar development. This vacuum in the la¬ 
bour market can be bridged from both the 
demand and supply sides. 

On the demand side, individuals must get 
up the courage to repair a deficient plug or 
a leaky faucet. To help them acquire such 
mini but handy skills, they could start buying 
books on the subjects and aquiring tool kits. 
It is a rarity in Jordan to find a household 
which keeps a screwdriver or a hammer. 

Communications media can also help in 
this regard by publishing or transmitting sim¬ 


ple instructive lessons on how to cart 
simple repair jobs. 

On the supply side, the vacuum c 
filled by institutionalising repair activft 
is still of secondary importance. An j 
gent entrepreneur, who is not necesss 
technician himself, can establish a 
shop. He offers the tools and tempting 
ries to two or three skilled workers w| 
shuttle around in answer to household 
Such a project is not costly, and Is c$ 
financially rewarding. 

Two or three enterprising technida 
pool their efforts to start a repair si 
they lack the necessary funds, they she 
able to acquire them from, say, the 
trial Development Bank (1DB). I beUei 
IDB must include in its financing prog 
an item to this effect. 

The feasibility of the repair busing 
be substantiated on many grounds, 
there is a high demand for repair st 
While the cost of fixtures and hoi 
equipment is high, the cost of repair 
ways seem comparatively low. 

Second, the fixed cost of establish 
repair shop is not very high, just Uk 
services. Moreover, the operational t 
cost is also low. Therefore, the aveng 
cost will certainly fall below the prfc 
ged. 

Third, a repair shop will not be c 
to selling services, but can also & 
host of hardware items. Most reps 
will require the replacement of one 
small parts. A repairman will earn an 
from his service and also a profit 
parts he sells.

Leading industrials showed net falls of around 2p to 3p 
in light trading, after early losses of up to 6p.
